Moscow Is a city teeming with ac- 


thit>. its streets, squares and bazaars 
crowded with people, «nd with little 
outw urd <t\ idsnce of distress except the 
daily struggle of people s*eking tnelr 
allotted quota of food. But Petrograd, 
ouce one of the busiest and gayest cap-, 
ituls in the world. Is a city of deserted 
streets, wMth only scattered groups of 
people In those centers which were 
formerly the scenes of greatest ac- 
tivity. 


Cordwpod Piled on Street*. 


Traversing the entire length of the 


Xevski Prospekt, formerly the grand 
boulevard running from the Nt^a river, 
one passes fewer than a hundred Pe°- 
ple. 
Along the bants of the Neva*' 


frbm the winter palace, where .Xlcholus 
was last seeu alive, down to tl.e Alex- 
amiro\sky bridge, cordwood is piled 
high along the beautiful marble and 
stone balustrades and throughout the 
streets. It Is being unloaded from 
barges by enforced labor. 


After the conscript labor finishes its
